lettors is vory near tho pro-war 
transit period. 


Seon by a Telegraph repro- 
rontative, Mr T. Hynos, tho 
Suporintondont of Maile, agrood 
that it was a record sinco tho war, 
Lettors and papers posted in Lan- 
dowi.nthe 7th woro dolivorod hero 
at. oloven o'clock this morning. 


Mr. Hynos also statod that tho 
uso of the Siberian routo,is con- 
stontly growing. This morning's 
mail was somowhat largor than 
any provious ono since tho 
gurvico ro-oponed, and consisted 
of oightoon bags from London 
(throa of lotters and fiftcon of 
papers) ond two bage from 
Manochoster. Thoro wae also o 
considorablo Continental mail, 
focluding packages from Basle, 
Vienna, Milan and Marionborg.

GOLD STANDARD. 


NO HASTY DECISION, 


London, March.26, 

In what ho oallod tho spocula- 
tive oxamination of tha gold 
oxohango question; Sir L. Worth- 
ington-Evans, speoking ot a 
lunchoon in tho Constitutional!

como into our pockets again 
quickly, Wo wero unable to got 
stability in Europoan currencios 
until we got European nations 
upon an agreed basis, and tho 
Gonoo confarence had advised 
that this must be a gold basis.— 
Reuter. 

London, March 26, 

In tho Houso of Commons, ro- 
plying to quostions, Mr. Winston 
Churchill said he was anxious 
to announce the decision on tho 
question of a gold standard at en 
carly dato, but it was impossible 
to doal with it before tho recess. 

Askod whother the uncortainty 
of tho Govornmont’s intontions 
wan a dotorrant to trado, Mr. 
Churchill said ho had received 
some communications from 
various trade organisations point- 
ing out tho ovils of prolonged un- 
cortainty.

Tho bullet and the sholl 
killed indiscriminntoly and it wos 
often the bravest who died first. 
Ono: point from which tho 
psychologist approached war waa 
that overy peopla tended ty over- 
pupulate theie country end the 
instinct of nature’ for tho survival 
of the atronyest worked through 
individual paychology. and about 
once in 100 yenrs thorn came & 
genoral killing off, That instinct 
was olways obeyed. 


War and Civilzation. 


Gtontor onergy was displnycd in 
proving after a wor that the other 
aide was in the wrong than was 
displayed in tho actual winning of 
tho war. Why wero people anvious 
to do this’? Becaouro the deeds 
of war wero impressed on civilised 
people as being morally wrong, and 
it became necossary, tho -blamo 
should be put on tho other ride. 
Tho moral senso of the individual 
repudiated war aa being wrong, but 
once that moral senso was eatistied 
by bolief that the other. people start- 
editor wero in tho wrong, they 
prosecuted war with the same 
degree of morcilessness. In the last 
war tho Allies did wago it with o 
good deal moro morey and rostriint 
than did the Germans, The result 
wax that the fecling of hnto the 
Allies denied during the wor has 
existed through three years, of a 
peace Which was not a peace. 


A Desire to Stay, 


In war, forthe time being, man 
beeatne possessed of a desire to 
slay, but then in the course of time 
the blocd lust was entisticd. That 
was why the desire for blood wus 
never satisfied in the civilinn at 
At Christmas 10140 the 
troopa on both sider had had 
enough fighting. A Christmas truce 
was deelaged, but) when it was 
over the leaders on both sides had 
the utmost diMeulty in getting 
tho men to start fighting again. 
That truce was never tried again, 

AM people in war Were sure 
that they were right, that the 
other eide started it and they felt 
an anger which was only satisfied 
in reducing tha other side to im- 
poleuce, : 


Ends and Means, 


One often heard it anid ‘the end 
justified the means’. What was 
rely meant was that the mesos 
wero wanted and an end wis in- 
vented to justify them. Here the 
Jevturer imstanced the relizious 
fanatic who, in his ende- 
avoura to temove heresy and 
heratics, found — his grentest 
delight in torture. President 
Wilkon made resesreh into the 
enusea of war and invented a 
panaces for it, the League of 
Nations. He did not believe in 
the Lengue of Nations, but ho saw 
that such en organisation was 
bound to bang up a declaration of 
war ot least for eight hours, and a 
hope that io that time war might 
be avoided. : 

Joho Drinkwater had snid in one 
of his plays that war was the 
result of anger in poople when 
confronted with problems they 
could not understand, Thot was 
true; tho prablom they could not 
undoratand was tho problem of 
their own natures.

PREPARATIONS IN THE 
PHILIPPINES. 


Manila, March 22—Actunl-con- 
struction work to prepare Wallace 
Field for the 1926 Far 
Olympics, to be held in Manila from 
May 16 to May 23, Inclusive, at a 
cost oxttmated at more than 
P.12,000, niready is well under way. 

The task of putting the 440 
metres oval track into shape iy the 
first portion of the big job under- 
taken by officials of the P.A.A.F. 
The present track is: being given a 
thorough scraping and is being 
rolled in order to give a smooth, 
even basis for the new top coating 
of-cinders, the fencing around the 
Infield fs belng-repnired and paint- 
ed and particular attention is boing 
given to the drainage problem‘ in 
an effort to assure a dry track 
at all times, regardless of the state 
of the weather, : 

Following the complcte  over- 
hauling, of ‘the, track, on 
which meaaurements will be‘ caré- 
fully checked, the P.AAF, 
authorities will turn thelr attention 
to a really serious problem, the 
construction of an entirely new 200 
metres straightaway track for the 
dashes up that distance. Difficulty 
in this connection fs anticipated 
owing to the limited area of the 
grounds and it is feared that it 
may not be possitle to install the 
straightaway, which is practically 
demanded ‘in the regulations 
governing the big games. In the 
event that it is not found rea- 
sonable, the Olympic officials of 
Chinn, Japan, India ands the 
Netherlands East Indies, all of 
whieh are to compete, will 
notified that races over this dis- 
tance wiil have to be run on the 
oval course. 

Manila contractora already are 

preparing estimates on the job of 
building the stands to accommo- 
date the huge crowds expected to 
attend the Oriént’s greatest sport- 
ing classic, this being by far the 
most expensive part of the con- 
struction programme. 
. Plans of the PAA, call for 
the erection of stands nround the 
entire field on. which the track and 
field events are to be staged, 
sufficient to accommodate — 6,000 
people, The Olympic football mat- 
ches also will be staged on Wallace 
Field, and stands to hold a crowd 
of 2,000 will ho'put up around the 
gridiron, while the tennis courts 
will be flanked by tiers of be.ches 
seating another 1,000 spectators, 
making it possible comfortably to 
care for a total of at least 8,000. 

Progress of the work to date has 
asaured that it will be possible to 
commence the training of the track 
ant field athelotes on — the 
track by March 25, the date on 
which the representatives of the 
Philippines in the big games are to 
gather in Manila and start their in- 
tensive course of conditioning.

CANCER RESEARCH. 

Not much has boon hoard Jate- 
ly about tho groat fight against 
that most dread disoaso—cancor; 
but tho research continuos, and 
thoro is no slackening of offort, 
and tho funds spocially raised 
somo timo ago to aid the grand 
ubjoct of discovoring ouusativo 
factors, and oventually a curo, 
aro being oxpondod ‘to good pur- 
poso, Aifecting as it dos all 
classos - and nationalities, tho 
Cancer scourge, with ts over- 
growing iucidonco, has bocomo 
an international alfair, and 
second to none in importance, 
howovor ovorshadowoed it might 
bo by moro immodiato questions 
Thoorics have boon 
advancod by the hunared, and 
tho gonoral trond of ‘qualified 
opinion has boon that one causo 
of the disease is the modern 
mode of life—wrong foods and 
drinks, which havo resulted in 
lowored natural rosistanco of tho 
syetom as woll as slow poisoning 
of tho guardian colls which would 
othorwiso assist in throwing off 
tho toxins’ that inadvortontly 
entor tho human body. It is.of 
intorost to oxamino tho rocent 
work of ono of tho groatost 
medical authoritics of our timos, 
and the considored opinion of 
anothor savant wheso uttorancos 
dosorva tho fullost oonsidoration. 
Tho facts they noto aro of the 
supromost importance, and tho 
conolusions arrived at hold out 
hope of tho road to the final gool 
having at length boon tracod. 


Moro than a. year ago tho 
famous Dr. Louis Sambon oarriod 
out caroful investigations of a 
problom which had hold his 
attontion long baforo tho subjoot 
of cancer became of worldwide 
interest. In o small sroo of 
Romagna, in Italy, it was ob- 
servod « fow yoars ago that thore 
was o romarkable inoidonce of 
tho foll disoaso, with: wholo 
familios affected in samo oauos, 
and cortain houscs or groups of 
housos appoaring to bo spooially 
unfortunate. This suggosted an 
infootivo origin for cancer, and 
offered a unique opportunity for 
rosoarch, . Tho. rosults ‘of his in- 
vostigations wore published about 
ten months ago by Dr. Sambon, 
and it. was soon that his 
line of anquiry lay along tho 


/ponsibilitios of tho affliction 


the cockroach and: woovil, both 


‘|oontaminators of human _fodd,|. 


coming in for spoial attontion. 
But if thoy were tbo carriors, 


what did thoy carry? It was}. 


obsorved that cortain featuros of 
soil soomed to favour tho disoaso 


‘lmore than othors, and notos 


woro takon of the comparativa 
froodom from infootion of high, 
dry ground as contrasted with 
low-lying, olay tracte. ,.The 


tontative conclusion was that). 


some form of irritating organism 
was rosponsiblo, and that this 
acted much as tho parasitic 
worms do that oaueo other 
infoctions, Buch as olophantiasis, 
in human boings, and galls in 
tho vogotablo kingdom, ‘which 


load to abnormal growths, Thia ) 


was oe big advanco in thé sum 
total of our knowlodgo on tho 
subjoot, but it was too carly to 
say whothor tho indications wore 
correctly assigned; and tho 
actual causative porasito ro- 
mainod, and still romains, to bo 
discovorod. Howovor, tho latost 
roxoarch hae, it appoars, not only 
strongthoned thoso  provious 
thoorios, but practically proved 
thom to bo facts, 

Continuing his indefatigable 
offorts, Dr. Sambon mado furthor 
invostigations in Italy, and also 
in romoto Iooland, last simmor, 
whoro spoolal fentures offered 
thomaolvos for obsorvation. Tho 
rosults of this additional rosoarch 
have recently boon mado public, 
and tend to omphasiso the pro- 
vious conclusions; and thoy hold 
out hopo that tho groat task tho 
invostigators sot thomselvey is 
drawing to asuccossful ond. In 
tho lost issuc of tho Journal of' 
Tropical Medicine tho frosh dis- 
covorios of Dr. Sambon are 
published, ond discussed, and wo 
canuot do better than conclude 
this roviow of tho problom by 
quoting tho words of Sir Jamos 
Cantlio, at ono timo of Hong- 
kong, himsolf an ominont figure 
in,tho modical world: “Wo un- 
dorstand and senso that canocor 
is on infootive disease causod 
by some intracellular ' mioro- 
organism which attacks tissucs 
of low or lowered  rosistanco, 
favoured by tho agoncy of 
diverso factors among which 
parasitio worms soom to play tho 
mojor part and oro themsolycs 
subjoct to intermediary hosts 
which dotormino tho poculiar dis- 
tribution of tho malady. Tho 
epidemiology of cancer, hitherto 
unsuspectad, omorges cloar as a 
sunlit Inndscape out of tha fog 
of our ignoranco.,... But 
abovo all stand out two import- 
ant facts ; (1). cancer is a parasitic 
disonso, (2) its control is within 
our reach.” :
